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Court shuts drags 
den near schools

HEROIN addicts have 
been thrown out of a 
house in Ely after police 
discovered they were 
using the property as a 
drugs den. 

The home - number 20 
Nene Road - has been 
boarded up and it is now 
illegal for anyone to enter 
the building. 

Police found class A drugs, 
used hypodermic needles and 
various drugs paraphernalia 
inside the house, including a 
debt sheet and scales. 

The property is just a stone’s 
throw from Lantern Primary 
School and City of Ely Comm¬ 
unity College. 

Brian Tully, East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s anti-social behaviour co¬ 
ordinator, said: “Despite the 
tenant and his associates being 
charged following the drugs 
warrant, the activity - which 
included unsavoury people 
calling at the property at all 
times of the day and night, 
causing commotion and nuis¬ 
ance - continued. 

“We decided to pursue a clos¬ 
ure order because of the cont¬ 


inued anti-social behaviour 
people living in the street had to 
endure over a long period of 
time. 

“This was an exceptional 
situation. 

“Ely is a relatively low-crime 
area and it is really pleasing that 
the agencies concerned, with 
the co-operation and support of 
residents, have worked together 
to bring an end to this illegal and 
anti-social operation which has 
blighted the neighbourhood. 

“The same process will be 


used to address other problem 
areas in future.” 

Since 2008, officers have 
carried out three warrants at the 
address. 

The occupant, who had sev¬ 
eral previous convictions for 
drugs offences, was sentenced 
to a community order, but 
officers decided to pursue a 
closure order under the Anti- 
Social Behaviour Act due to the 
nuisance being caused to 
residents living nearby 

Working alongside East Cam¬ 


bridgeshire District Council and 
Flagship Housing, which owns 
the property, a case was built 
against the occupants and a 
temporary closure notice was 
served on April 18, preventing 
anyone but the tenant from 
entering the property 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
granted the closure application 
last week. 

Flagship sealed the property 
the same afternoon, changing 
the locks, and it is now an off¬ 
ence for anyone to enter the 


property. 

Flagship now has three 
months to process a formal 
cessation of tenancy and take 
possession of the property 

John Yates, the new mayor of 
Ely and chair of the Ely Neigh¬ 
bourhood Panel, said: “Drugs 
activity has been a key priority 
for the panel process for the last 
12 months. 

“While I recognise the good 
work being done by police in 
addressing one-off drugs 
offences, and I know that is an 
ongoing objective, the eradi¬ 
cation of a focal point for drugs 
activity is a major step in 
safeguarding our community” 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
principal at the City of Ely 
Community College said: “I’m 
sure the whole community is as 
relieved as my staff and stud¬ 
ents are that this operation has 
been closed down for good, 
particularly as it was located so 
close to two schools.” 

The same process 
will be used to 
address other 
problem areas in 
future.”

EAST Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council 
leader Fred Brown 
says he is “gutted” 
after losing his seat. 

The Conservative coun¬ 
cillor, who represented 
Littleport East, came third 
in a battle for two seats, 
losing out by 18 votes to 
fellow Conservative David 
Ambrose Smith, and to 
Independent Andrew 
Wright. 

Mr Brown, of Parsons 
Lane, Littleport, secured 
559 votes in last Thurs¬ 
day’s election, whereas Mr 
Ambrose Smith got 577. 

Mr Wright topped the 
poll with 651 votes. 

Mr Brown, who was 
first elected in 1987, said: 
“I suppose the best way to 
describe how I feel is 
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‘gutted’. I would have 
loved to come back and 
help finish the job for the 
district but the public 
have had their say and 
that is what elections are 
all about. 

“I did think the writing 
was on the wall. 

“I’m unpopular with 
many people because of 
the decisions I’ve had to 
make but I still believe 
they were the right dec¬ 
isions all along. 

“There will certainly be 
no sour grapes - David 
Ambrose Smith is a good 
friend and a very worthy 
candidate who is deter¬ 
mined to make a diff¬ 
erence. 

“It’s just one of those 
things and at the end of 
the day, whenever anyone 
stands for election they 
know there is a good 
chance that they could 
lose.”

Sports Centre in Soham 
and the first ballot boxes 
arrived at 10pm. 

More than nine hours 
later, at 7.05am, the last 
result was declared after a 
close recount at Soham 
South. 

The Conservatives re¬ 
tained their position as 
the council’s ruling party 
with a majority of 11 seats. 


Lollowing the count, the 
authority is now made up 
of 25 Conservative, 10 
Liberal Democrat and four 
Independent councillors. 

Before the election, the 
council was made up of 24 
Conservative, 13 Liberal 
Democrat and two Ind¬ 
ependent councillors. 

fohn Hill, the council’s 
chief executive and re¬ 
turning officer on the 
night, said: “As ever in East 
Cambridgeshire, it has 
been an exciting election 
night with thousands of 
people going to their 
polling station and 
choosing the members of 
the district council.

HUNDREDS of thousands 
of pounds are to be spent 
making an “ugly” area of Ely 
Cathedral more attractive 
and visitor-friendly 

After almost five years of invest¬ 
igations and public consultation, 
the Ely Perspective has now put 
together formal plans to improve 
Steeple Row. 

The group has submitted a 
planning application to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to 
make “environmental improve¬ 
ments” to the area, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

Steeple Row runs along Cross 
Green on the north side of the 
cathedral and is flanked by the 
back of shops on Ely’s High Street - 
as well as their rubbish bins. 

There have been numerous calls 
for improvements to the area over 
the years and Ely Perspective has 
been studying how it could be 
enhanced. 

The scheme put forward could 
cost around £300,000. 

Philip Eden, former chairman of 
the Perspective, said: “Our plan is 
to completely brighten Steeple

Row up as it’s quite an ugly area. 

“For years, people have said this 
is an area that needs prioritising 
and this has been a lengthy, in- 
depth project. 

“We want to extend the footpath 
area, lay new paving and provide 
lots more seating areas to really lift 
the place’s spirits. 

“Ely Cathedral is one of Europe’s 
most beautiful buildings and how 
Steeple Row is at the moment 
really doesn’t complement it. 

“We also want to enhance the 
lighting and planting and screen 
the back of the shops to make it a 


nicer place for people to be.” 

The group hopes to attract fund¬ 
ing from heritage charities. 

Mr Eden said: “We’re confident 
we’ll be able to secure funding as 
this work is so important. 

“Not only is the cathedral and its 
grounds important to the people of 
Ely, but it is also a tourist magnet 
for the city and entire district, 
attracting thousands of people 
every year.” 

The plans have been received by 
the district council and are likely to 
be put before the planning comm¬ 
ittee.

Mrs Rogers fears a child will 
be killed unless proper ped¬ 
estrian crossings are installed 
and more warning signs are 
erected. 

She said: “At the moment, 
despite having a secondary 
school, a primary school, a 
special needs school and a 
children’s nursery, all 
Downham Road has is raised 
platforms for people to cross 
the road. 

“That means cars do not 
legally have to stop and ped¬ 
estrians - the majority of whom 
are children - do not know 


when they can cross. 

“We’ve calculated that 
around 2,000 pupils use Down- 
ham Road every day and we 
want proper pedestrian cross¬ 
ings and more signage so that 
motorists have to slow down 
and stop to let children cross. 

“If this continues, someone 
will be killed.” 

The petition will due to be 
presented to Cambridgeshire 
County Council soon. 

Mark Kemp, the authority’s 
director of highways and 
access, said there were already 
speed reduction measures 


along the road. 

He added: “We always urge 
motorists to take care on 
Cambridgeshire’s roads and 
this is particularly important 
near schools. 

“In Downham Road there are 
already speed bumps and 
warning signs asking motorists 
to take care near the school, but 
we always welcome hearing 
from residents when they have 
concerns so we can discuss 
these with them."

ADeC, Ely Saturday 
markets, grants for dial-a- 
ride, CAB, care and repair, 
recycling credits and, 
recently, the Makings 
cottages - were considered 
unimportant and, in spite 
of public opposition, have 
all been detrimentally 
affected in some way. 

A survey was held last year 
to assess the public 
reaction to the council 
changing how it carried 
out its decision-making. 
Cabinet governance was 
offered, with all decisions 
to be made by a small 
group of councillors. This 
was overwhelming 
rejected by the people and 
yet a very similar new 
committee system has 
been brought in on the 
basis that it will save some 


money. Public opinion 
was dismissed, a small 
select group of councillors 
will be making the 
decisions and meetings 
will be held during 
working hours, making it 
difficult for members of 
the public to attend - not 
at all democratic. 

The voters of Littleport 
East may well have moved 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council into a new 
era of actually listening to 
the public and meeting 
the needs of the various 
communities throughout 
the district. If that was 
Fred’s legacy, then it would 
be really worthwhile.

We have strict 
rules to follow 

Sir, I have to reply to the letter from 
Jane Howell in your May 5 edition (It’s 
better late than never). 

It is a pity that members of the public 
only attend when it is a matter which 
interests them. If they attended 
regularly they would quickly discover 
that very wide-ranging debates take 
place at committee meetings and that 
the planning committee, in 
particular, has a very healthy outlook 
regarding planning matters. 

The committee is a quasi-judicial 
body and, as such, has very strict 
rules which have to be observed. For 
a start there is never any political 
input. I have never allowed any 
political pre-meetings, either at East 
Cambs or on the county council’s 
development control committee, 
which I also chair. 

Secondly, I expect members to come 
to my meetings with an open mind 
and no pre-judgement of any 
application. That is important 
because until members have seen the 
site and heard all the evidence, 
including the submissions of 
applicants and anybody opposing an 
application, they are not in a position 
to make a decision. 

Thirdly, both at East Cambs and at 
the county council, there is always a 
legal adviser on one side of me and 
the executive director on the other, 
who will very quickly rap my knuckles 
if I, or the committee, stray from the 
laid down procedures. These include 
allowing applicants and opposers to 
speak and be questioned by 
members of the committee. Often the 
questions expose something that 
needs further investigation or a 
matter that was not apparent from 
the written submissions. Again, that 
is why members should not prejudge 
the application and, in my 
experience, mainly do not. 

Some of the procedure at planning 
meetings is not always immediately 
obvious to members of the public; 
for instance, we are not able to alter 
the application, much as we would 
sometimes like to, but have to deal 
with it as it is submitted. We are not 
allowed to move a building so that it 
sits on the site better or alter the size 
and so on. If it is not right we have to 
refuse it. 

Regarding the politics of councils, on 
a politically-controlled council the 
majority group will have set out its 
policies and will expect members to 
support them in committee. The 
same thing happens in Parliament. 
That does not apply to planning 
meetings which, though they have 
proportional membership, the 
members are free to make up their 
own minds. I hope this has gone 
some way to explaining how we 
operate.

Few stars shine 
on our eateries 

Sir, In your article last week (Call for 
scores on all doors), an East Cambs 
District Council spokesman urged us 
to check the Scores on Doors website. 
I have and she might be onto 
something. I saw die council had not 
awarded five stars for hygiene to any 
business in the ‘hotels and guest 
houses’ category, in the ‘restaurants’ 
category or die ‘cafes’ category. 
Compare that to say, north Norfolk 
where more than half of all 
businesses rated get five stars or 
Peterborough where 58 per cent of 
cafes are given five stars, or 
Cambridge where 234 cafes and 
restaurants get 5-stars.

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HQ idea for 
courthouse 


ELY Magistrates’ 
Court could be 
turned into council 
offices, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

The City of Ely Council 
is considering moving its 
offices into the much¬ 
loved building from their 
current base in Market 
Street. 

The idea has been rais¬ 
ed by “several members”. 

Councillors discussed 
the option at their last 
meeting, although the 
authority is still awaiting a 
professional conservation 
report from English Heri¬ 
tage before moving the 
suggestion forward. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs 
insists the idea is one of 
many proposal for the 
building, which closed 
earlier this year. 

He said: “We are invest¬ 
igating all avenues when it 
comes to the future of the 
courthouse. 

“Many ideas are being 
explored, including mov-

ing the city council offices 
into the courthouse. 
Another idea is for the 
building to be used as a 
museum. 

“However, we are just 
looking at the potential of 
these ideas and we are still 
awaiting a conservation 
report from English Herit¬ 
age. 

“This report will tell us 
what is protected, both 
inside and outside the 
courthouse, and what can 
and cannot be changed. 

“Until then, these are 
just ideas we are coming 
up with to try and protect 
the future of the court¬ 
house.” 

The Ely Society, the Ely 
Perspective and numerous 
volunteers are also work¬ 
ing alongside the city 
council to try and come 
up with future uses for the 
building. 

It is also hoped a trust 


will be formed to safe¬ 
guard its future. 

Cllr John Yates, the city’s 
deputy mayor, said: “We 
are looking at potential 
alternative uses for the 
courthouse and we would 
like to set up a trust. 

“It would be too spec¬ 
ulative to confirm what 
future uses we have in 
mind before we receive 
the report from English 
Heritage.” 

The courthouse, in Lynn 
Road, was mothballed by 
Her Majesty’s Court Ser¬ 
vice in March as part of 
closures nationwide to 
save millions of pounds in 
running costs. 

The city council had 
hoped to build new offices 
on a site at Ely Cemetery 
in New Barns Road but the 
plans were rejected by 
East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council’s planning 
committee last week. 

Members said the des¬ 
ign was “hideous” and 
“like a garden shed”.

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Woman facing 
jail for assault 


A WOMAN cried out “They 
did it to Jesus” moments 
after being told she was 
facing a prison sentence for 
assault. 

Sabena Ruwizhi, 31, showed no 
reaction at first after being convict¬ 
ed by a jury at Cambridge Crown 
Court, but began to sob when 
Judge Gareth Hawkesworth warn¬ 
ed her that custody was likely 

After being released on bail 
Ruwizhi’s sobs became louder and 
she began to yell “They did it to 
Jesus” repeatedly 

Ruwizhi, of Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, had denied common 
assault against her former fiance 
Alex Edstrom and causing actual 
bodily harm to his mother, Mercy 
Lopez, last September, but was 
found guilty 

She will be sentenced before 
June 10. 

She had previously been 
involved in a 29-hour armed police 
siege at her then home in Cherry 
Hinton in which she threatened to 
kill a child unless her immigration 
status was resolved. 

Ruwizhi, originally from Zim¬ 
babwe, received an eight-month 
prison sentence, suspended for 
two years, for that incident in May 
2008, after admitting two offences 
of making threats to kill. In 2010 
she was given a 12-month sus-

pended sentence for fraudulently 
claiming £26,000 in benefits. 

After her conviction for the two 
assaults, Judge Hawkesworth ad¬ 
journed sentence for both pre¬ 
sentence and psychiatric reports. 

He told Ruwizhi: “I am giving 
you bail, but you have to under¬ 
stand that all options remain open 
and the most likely option is a term 
of imprisonment.” 

Ruwizhi’s howls could still be 
heard outside the court as the 
judge told the jury that a sentence 
had to reflect her previous sent¬ 
ences as well as her psychiatric 
condition. 

Judge Hawkesworth also told 
Ruwizhi’s counsel, Georgina Gibbs, 
her client must make arrange¬ 
ments for the care of her children 
because of the likely sentence. 

She was convicted of grabbing 
Mr Edstrom by the throat, pun¬ 
ching Mrs Lopez and smashing a 
picture frame in her face during a 
drink-fuelled row about their 
relationship on September 29 last 
year. 

Ruwizhi had claimed she was 
attacked by Mr Edstrom and his 
parents, who were visiting from 
Sweden.

A GOLF clubhouse 
destroyed in a susp¬ 
ected arson attack 
will be re-built “big¬ 
ger and better”. 

The headquarters of 
the On Par Driving Range 
and Golf Course in Ely 
was burnt to the ground 
earlier this year.

Mr Mawe has made a 
temporary driving range 
with a concrete base and 
professional golf mats for 
players to get back into 
the swing of things. 

He said: “There are now 
mats on a large concrete 
area for players to pract¬ 
ice their swing. 

“I’d like to thank every¬ 
one for their continued 
support and I look for¬ 
ward to welcoming them 
to a new clubhouse very 
soon.” 

Fire investigators bel¬ 
ieve the blaze may have 
been started deliberately.

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Taxi film fined but 
can extend hours

A TAXI firm which faced legal 
action after breaching planning 
rules has been allowed to extend 
its opening hours. 

Fencabs, one of Ely’s largest taxi 
companies, has been the subject of an 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
investigation after it was discovered its 
owner, Iroshan Phrien, was breaching 
planning permission conditions. 

Mr Phrien opened a new booking office 
in Market Street, Ely, last summer, but the 
authority ruled that no staff or members 
of the public could be on the premises 
between 9pm and 8am on weekdays. 

The office was allowed to open from 
8am-11pm on Saturdays but on Sundays 
and Bank Holidays the hours were 
restricted to 10am-9pm. 

A rival taxi firm noticed Mr Phrien was 
breaching the rules and brought the issue 
to the council’s attention in fune last year. 

Almost 12 months later, the council has 
decided not to prosecute Mr Phrien. He 
has instead been ordered to pay £320 in 
enforcement and legal costs. 

Mr Phrien has also been granted new 
planning permission conditions to open 
the office from 7am-midnight Monday to 
Thursday and 7am-3am Friday and Sat¬ 
urday. 

On Sundays and Bank Holidays, he will 
be allowed to open from 8am-midnight. 

Mr Phrien told the Weekly News : “I 
never meant to breach the rules - it was 
purely a lack of knowledge. There was 
simply a lack of communication between 
myself and the council. 

“I am glad I now know where I stand 
and that we can continue to offer a service 
to the people of East Cambridgeshire. 

“I would like to thank the council for 
being so co-operative and understand¬ 
ing.” 

A council spokesman said along with 
the fine and costs, Mr Phrien had received 
a warning for the breaches.

M eeting 

someone 
you’ve long 
admired can be an 
odd experience. We 
journalists get to do it 
more often than 
most, but the vague 
sense of 

apprehension never 
diminishes. 

I have been a fan of 
Wendy Cope ever since, as 
a teenage schoolgirl, I first 
stumbled upon her work 
in an anthology. Dismissed 
as a writer of ‘light verse’ 
by some - the deeply 
ignorant, I have long since 
concluded - her poems 
are famously full of 
rhythm and rhyme, 
of wit and wry smiles. 

But they also cut to the 
emotional chase like no 
other poems I know; by 
the second page of her 
latest collection, Family 
Values, the sting of tears 
had already arrived. 

Her poetry has been 
part of the script of my life: 
in my single years, 
whenever feeling lonely or 
nursing a heartbreak, I 
relished her Bridget 
Jonesian ‘Bloody men are 
like bloody buses’ or 
‘There are so many kinds 
of awful men’; when I 
found love and happiness, 

I wanted to ‘Write it in fire 
across the night:/Some 
men are more or less all 
right’. 


Among the nation’s best-loved and best-selling poets, 
Wendy Cope has just made Ely her home. As she 
settles into the cathedral city, ALICE RYAN meets her 
to talk about life, work and love 


Having lived with her 
words and wisdom for so 
long, I’m actually quite 
nervous about meeting 
Wendy in the flesh. 
Standing on the doorstep 
of her Ely home, I can’t 
help hoping that she’ll be, 
well, nice. 

Opening the door, 
there’s no handshaking or 
‘Hello, I’m Wendy. Nice to 
meet you’; nerves 
escalating, I’m ushered 
upstairs and through the 
first-floor kitchen, where 
Wendy’s partner, fellow 
poet Lachlan MacKinnon, 
is introduced. 

I am forewarned that 
giving interviews is not 
Wendy’s favourite pastime: 
her back catalogue 
includes a poem titled 
How to Deal with the 
Press: ‘She’ll urge you to 
confide. Resist./Be careful, 
courteous, and cool. / 
Never trust a journalist’. 

But, though outwardly 
guarded - “I’ve said what 
I’m willing to say about my 
family and my life in my 
poems; I don’t necessarily 
want to say a lot more” - 
Wendy is soon leaning 
back in her rocking chair, 
sharing her thoughts on 
everything from dieting (“I 
do like being thinner. It 
gives you so much more 


scope with clothes”) to The 
Archers. 

As the part-unpacked 
cardboard boxes dotted 
liberally around the 
stairwell and sitting room 
attest, Wendy and Lachlan 
have only just moved in: 
they relocated to Ely, from 
another cathedral city, 
Winchester, a month ago. 

“A change of scene 
seemed a good idea. I read 
articles about all the things 
that have happened in 
other people’s lives - 
getting married, getting 
divorced, having three 
children; for 17 years, 
nothing really happened 
in my life. 

“When Lachlan retired 
from Winchester College - 
he taught there - we 
realised we could go 
anywhere. We had a 
preliminary look around 
Ely and I fell in love with 
the riverside; I realised this 
was it, this was the place. 
And, believe it or not, this 
was the first house we 
looked at.” 

The couple and their 
extensive library (between 
them, they have in the 
region of 8,000 books) are 
clearly settling in well. “It 
seems like a friendly place. 
Winchester was lovely, but 
it could be quite stuffy. I 


don’t think you could say 
that about Ely. And we love 
walking along the river: 
you don’t have to walk far 
in either direction before 
you’re out in the 
countryside. I know not 
everyone agrees, but I love 
the flatness of the Fens; 
the fact you can see for 
miles...” 

Wendy is giving this 
interview to publicise both 
Family Values, her new 
book, and Women’s Word, 
a literature festival at Lucy 
Cavendish College, 
Cambridge, at which she’ll 
appear in June. 

Doing readings is, she 
says, ‘a way of earning 
money’ and ‘good for 
morale’: “I go to these 
places and I’m treated like 
someone important.” 

Women’s Word - 
programmed by 
Cambridge queen of 
crime, Sophie Hannah, a 
family friend of Wendy’s - 
has an impressive line-up: 
PD James, Allison Pearson 
and Rose Melikan will all 
make an appearance. And, 
smiles Wendy, it has the 
added advantage of being 
local: “I do get fed up with 
travelling and packing 
a suitcase.” 

Wendy is that rarefied 
creature: a best-selling

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poet. She is rightly proud 
of the fact that, in an age 
when fewer and fewer 
volumes of poetry are 
being read and sold, her 
books are all, without 
exception, still in print. 

“We talk about why 
people don’t read poetry 
more, and I think one 
thing that puts people off 
is not being able to 
understand it. Poets can 
write whatever they want 
to: it’s a free country. But 
I’m an experienced reader 
of poetry and, if I can’t 
understand it, what’s 
everyone else supposed to 
do - not read poems?” 

Because of Wendy’s 
adherence to traditional 
structures and rigid rhyme 
schemes - she is, as she 
demonstrates in Family 
Values’ instructive 
Villanelle for Hugo 
Williams, an absolute 
master of form - her 
contemporaries have, at 
times, been sniffy. 

“When I started writing 
it was deeply 

unfashionable to write like 
that, and it’s still a bit 
suspect now. I get very 
cross about it: that’s all I 
can say.” 

Yet Wendy was 
catapulted into what, in 
poetry terms, equates to 
the stratosphere of fame in 
1986, the moment Making 
Cocoa came out. 

Accessible and instantly 
engaging, her poetry 
jumped off the page and 
spoke direct to the nation. 

Raised in Kent and 
educated first at boarding 
school and then Oxford 
University, on graduation 
Wendy moved to London 
and began a teaching 
career. At what she 
describes as ‘the sharp 
end’ of primary teaching, 
she admits ‘it was very 
exhausting. Perhaps if I’d 
been able to take a 
sabbatical I’d have been 
able to carry on, but I was 
pretty much burned out. It 
was fortunate that I had 
something else to do’. 

That ‘something else’ 
was, obviously, writing. “I 
started writing after 
having analysis,” she 
explains. “I’d read enough 
books to know I was 
depressed and needed 
some psychological help: I 
knew I had problems and 
life wasn’t going to work 
out if I didn’t get it.” 


In Family Values, Wendy 
addresses a troubled 
childhood with her 
trademark unflinching 
gaze. 

She says: “It was hard to 
put a finger on what the 
problem was in my 
childhood; writing helped 
clarify it for me. And I 
wanted other people to 
understand. I hope it will 
be helpful for other people 
who’ve had similar 
experiences.” 

Wendy is arguably at 
her most brilliant when 
writing about difficult and 
dark times. Perhaps her 
darkest volume of all, 
Serious Concerns, is also 
widely considered her 
best: “Ironically, my 
funniest book is also my 
most unhappy book. It 
was written during that 
time in my life when I was 
looking for someone to be 
my partner. I kept falling 
in love and things kept 
going wrong.” 

Having quit teaching to 
pursue a freelance writing 
career, Wendy was both 
living and working alone 
in London at the time. 

As Serious Concerns 
recounts, Wendy endured 
numerous heartbreaks. So 
did she ever give up on 
love? “No, I didn’t give up 
hope. I’ve read all these 
things about single 
women and how it’s okay 
to be on your own - and I 
really hope that’s true for 
some people. But I’d got to 
the point where I couldn’t 
stand living on my own 
any longer.” 

Wendy actually met 
Lachlan in the 
mid-1980s, but years 
passed before they 
became a couple and 
then, in 1994, 
moved in together. 

It’s evident, within 
minutes of meeting 


Wendy, now in her 60s, 
that Lachlan is a rock in 
her life; their relationship 
a source of great comfort 
and joy. She puts it 
beautifully in Family 
Values’ Another Valentine: 
‘Our love is old and sure, 
not new and frantic./You 
know I’m yours and I 
know you are mine./And 
saying that has made me 
feel romantic,/My dearest 
love, my darling valentine’. 

Widely tipped for Poet 
Laureate the last two times 
the post has become 
vacant, Wendy has oft 
been quoted on her 
reservations about taking 
the job. “I’m glad my 
name was mentioned - 
glad I was thought 
important enough to be 
considered - but I never 
wanted it, not for a 
second. Having a 
commission can be quite 
stimulating. But I like to be 
able to choose what I do; 
the laureate is obliged to 
write about certain 
things.” 

Before I leave, Wendy 
insists on giving me a copy 
of Heaven on Earth, the 
101 Happy Poems 
anthology and hopes, she 
says, that I will enjoy 
reading it. 

Walking back to the car, 
it strikes me how much of 
Wendy is absorbed into 
her work: that 
combination of light and 
dark, of joy and sadness, is 
as present in her 
conversation as her 
poems. 

Yes, meeting someone 
you’ve long admired can 
be a mixed bag, but rarefy 
is the mixture as 
memorable.

Tougher sentence 
sought for abuser 

A PRIMARY school play¬ 
time assistant who was 
jailed for sexually abusing 
a 12-year-old boy could 
have her prison term 
increased. 

Diane Pullar, 32 (pictured 
right) was jailed for six years at 
Cambridge Crown Court in 
March for a string of sex offences 
against the boy during the four- 
month “relationship”. 

But under sentencing rules, 
the mother-of-two would only 
have to serve half of that term 
behind bars before being 
released on licence. 

Now the sentence is to be 
reviewed after the case was 


referred to the Court of Appeal 
by the country’s second most 
senior law officer, the Solicitor 
General, Edward Gamier QC. 

Mr Gamier said the sentence 
was “unduly lenient” for such 
serious conduct. 

He will take the case to the 
London court using special 
powers which the Attorney 
General’s Office holds to ask 
sentences to be increased. 

Pullar, of Tithe Road, Chatt¬ 
eris, and who worked at Glebe- 
lands Primary School in the 
town, was accused of abusing 
the boy in 2009. 

The boy did not go to the 
school where she worked. 

The appeal will be heard 
within the next month.

Nero yet 
to apply 
for cafe 


A CAFE chain has start¬ 
ed work on opening a 
new outlet in Ely - with- 
out proper planning 
permission, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

Italian coffee company, 
Caffe Nero, has sent builders 
in to renovating its new prem¬ 
ises in the city’s High Street. 

But the firm, which has 
more than 400 stores across 
the UK, has not yet applied for 
permission to change the use 
of the former shop. 

The building, which used to 
be home to Ocean Cargo, is 
also a listed building. 

Planning chiefs at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council are aware of the works 
but say they can only take 
enforcement action if and 
when the shop is opened. 

Matt Fulford, owner of 
Caitlin’s sandwich shop, based 
almost opposite the new 
outlet, said: “When we wanted 
to change our shop front and 
make changes inside there 
were so many rules and cond¬ 
itions we had to meet before 
we were allowed to. 

“Surely these rules should 
apply to everyone? 

“Work has already started 
inside their new building 
despite them not having

permission to do so.” 

Under council regulations, 
Caffe Nero should have app¬ 
lied to the district council to 
change the use of the building, 
which is owned by Paul Cham¬ 
bers, owner of the city’s Cut- 
lacks store, from a shop to a 
cafe. 

That permission has not yet 
been sought. 

Giles Hughes, head of plan¬ 
ning at the district council, 
said: “The change of use from 
a shop to a cafe represents a 
change of use for which plan¬ 
ning permission is required. 

“No such permission has yet 
been sought. 

“The council can only take 
enforcement action if/when 
the cafe is brought into use - 
when it opens. 

“The sales agent for the 
premises has been notified of 
this.” 

Caffe Nero was not available 
for comment. 

News that Caffe Nero is 
coming caused uproar with 
local, independent eateries 
and cafes, with many claiming 
the city was already well cater 
for. 

Ely also has Starbucks, 
Costa and Carringtons.

The big film 



WATER FOR ELEPHANTS 
certificate 12A 120m 

TWILIGHT pin-up Robert 
Pattinson puts a little colour in 
his cheeks in Francis 
Lawrence’s gorgeously framed 
adaptation of the novel by Sara 
Gruen about a doomed love 
affair in a 1930s circus troupe. 
Water For Elephants is an 
important barometer of the 
young actor’s appeal away from 
Stephenie Meyer’s feuding 
vampires and werewolves, and 
an indication of his potential 
longevity as a romantic male 
lead. 

Pattinson acquits himself well, 
playing to his strengths - angry 
glances straight into the camera 
- as one point of a volatile love 
triangle destined to end in 
tragedy. 

He demonstrates impressive 
emotional range and although 
screen chemistry with Oscar- 
winner Reese Witherspoon 
doesn’t exactly set our hearts 
aflutter, they are an attractive 
pairing. 

The film opens in the present 
day with nonagenarian Jacob 
Jankowski (Hal Holbrook) 
arriving at a circus managed by 
Charlie (Paul Schneider) during 


a downpour. Jacob spent his 
formative years with the 
infamous Benzini Bros Circus 
and recounts his incredible life 
story, stepping back in time 
seven decades to his student 
days at Cornell University. 

Poised to take his final 
veterinary exam, Jacob (now 
played by Pattinson) learns his 
parents have been killed in a car 
accident and abandons his 
studies. 

With debts to pay and no roof 
over his head, the young man 
hitches a ride on a passing 
train, unaware it belongs to the 
circus run by August 
Rosenbluth (Christoph Waltz). 
The tyrant physically and 


mentally abuses animals and 
performers, including his 
beautiful wife Marlena 
(Witherspoon) who rides the 
horses. 

When Jacob falls under 
Marlena’s spell, he tries to resist 
his feelings, working alongside 
her to win the trust of a special 
elephant. However, when 
August notices the way the 
young man stares at Marlena, 
he exacts a horrific revenge. 
Water For Elephants casts a 
spell with its arresting visuals 
and the cast looks ravishing 
through a soft-focus lens but 
when the film’s big emotional 
kick arrives, it doesn’t quite 
connect.

Why pondlife 
has its pluses 


D ipping my toes in 
the river near my 
home during the 
spell of warm weather made 
me reflect on how 
therapeutic water is in so 
many ways, whether just to 
cool off or to appreciate in 
its movement and sound. 

You can transfer some of those 
therapeutic qualities to your 
garden by creating a water 
feature, whether it’s as simple as 
a wooden barrel with a 
waterproof lining and a single 
plant in it, or as elaborate as a 
large pond which will not only 
provide a focal point but will 
become a magnet to wildlife. 

Whatever type of water feature 
you decide to install, positioning 
it will be important in all but the 
smallest of features. 

Ponds should be situated on an 
open site, with at least six hours 
of sunlight a day, away from trees 
where you are less likely to come 
across tree roots when digging 
the hole, and near a water source 
for easy topping up in summer.

Try to avoid placing the pond 
where there’s a naturally high 
water table, as the pressure from 
below is likely to lift your liner, 
forcing the pond water out. 

You can work out your natural 
water level by digging a hole 
until you see water, but you’re 
better off doing this in winter as 
the water table will be higher 
then. 

Leaves can be a terrible 
hindrance to ponds, so don’t 
place them under deciduous trees 
where the leaves are going fall 
into the pond in autumn. 

Also be aware that placing a 
large pond in full sun is going to 
encourage a build-up of algae. If 


there’s no other site, you’ll have 
to plant some large shrubs 
around it to cast shade over the 
water for some of the day. 

Next you need to select your 
liner. It can be either concrete, 
butyl or a pre-fabricated shell 
made of fibreglass or plastic. 
Concrete may be the most long- 
lasting but it is also likely to be 
the most expensive. 

The cheapest pond option is 
probably a flexible butyl liner 
which can be used for any shape 
of pond your create and is 
particularly effective for informal 
ponds. Dig the hole slightly 
larger than the desired size of the 
pool, creating shelves as you go. 

Remove sharp stones and roots 
and cover the base of the pond 
with a thick layer of soft sand 
which, if dampened, will help to 
keep it in place. Alternatively, 
cover the base with sections of 
old carpet or protective underlay 
(available from good garden 
centres and aquatic specialists) to 
protect the liner from sharp 
objects. 

Measure the maximum width,

depth and length of your pond. 
The liner width should equal the 
pond’s width plus twice the 
depth, plus 30cm (1ft) overhang. 
Check that the surface is level 
using a spirit level placed on a 
plank of wood the length of the 
pond. 

Lay the liner loosely over the 
hole and lightly anchored at the 
sides with weights such as bricks. 

Start filling the pool slowly 
with a hose, allowing the weight 
of water to gently drag the liner 
into the shape of the pool. 

Fill the pond to within 5cm 
(2in) of the rim, then cut off the 
excess liner, leaving around 


15cm (6in) overlap, which can be 
anchored with paving stones, turf 
or planting. If you are using 
slabs, position them overlapping 
the pool by around 5cm (2in) 
which will create shade for the 
liner, protecting it from sunlight 
which can cause it to deteriorate. 

Many gardeners go for pre¬ 
made plastic or fibreglass shells 
in different shapes, which often 
have pre-formed shelves for 
aquatic plants. Holes for these 
will need to be dug carefully to 
almost exactly the same shape 
and size as the shell, or else when 
the pool is filled, the weight will 
put uneven pressure on the 


unsupported areas and can cause 
fractures. 

Whichever type you choose, 
they should be at least 60cm 
(24in) deep if you want to keep 
fish. 

To keep the water moving, 
which helps prevent it going 
stagnant, and create a soothing, 
bubbly sound or a small fountain 
or waterfall, you'll need a pump. 

Small pumps are available 
with fountain or waterfall kits, 
but all electric pumps should be 
used with a residual-current 
device (RCD) device. Consider 
access to your mains and always 
use a qualified electrician.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

THE early entry list for the 
2011 RAC Future Car 
Challenge proves that 
zero emissions can bring 
high excitement. 

Taking place on 
Saturday, November 5, 
the opening list of 
vehicles taking part in 
this year’s challenge 
reads more like the 
starting grid of a motor 
race than a competition 
for low-energy vehicles. 

The Royal Automobile 
Club event has also 
received the backing of 
three times Formula 1 


World Champion Sir 
Jackie Stewart. 

First entries received for 
the event provides a 
striking line-up of EV 
sports cars including the 
Radical SRZero super¬ 
car, Tesla Roadster, 

Delta E4 Electric Coupe, 
Vortex EV Coupe and the 
Ecotricity Nemesis. 

The Tesla Roadster is 
well-known as the first 
production electric sports 
car as well as being one 
of the fastest. 

The British-built Ecotricity 


benefits from a similar 
lightweight structure to 
the Tesla but uses a 
different cell and motor 


arrangement. A speed of 
170mph makes it 
possibly the world’s 
fastest electric vehicle. 


Insurance costs soar for 
84% of drivers - survey 


MORE than 80 per cent of 
motorists are paying more 
for their car insurance this 
year than last according to a 
What Car? magazine poll - 
with rising fraud and 
criminal activity largely to 
blame. 

While the average price rise is 
33 per cent, more than half of 
motorists are facing bills that have 
soared even more according to 
What Car? research. 

This is despite the growth of 
online comparison sites which 
should, in theory, make it easier 
for motorists to shop around for 
better deals. 

What Car?’s research has found 
a 25-year-old man whose 
premium has risen 77 per cent to 
£1,520 - more than his Skoda 
Fabia is worth - and an 18-year- 


old girl who has been asked to pay 
£4,250 for her Ford Fiesta, a hike 
of 52 per cent over her premium 
last year. 

Neither had made a claim in the 
past 12 months. 

In the survey, 52 per cent of 
those qustioned said their 
premium had risen this year by 
less than one-third while 32 per 
cent said the increase was more 
than one-third. 

fust 16 per cent said that their 
premium had fallen. 

The Association of British 
Insurers (ABI) says the vastly 
increased premiums are down to 
three main things: uninsured 
drivers (who add on average £30 a 
year to a policy), fraudulent claims 
(£41 a year) and legal fees incurred 
in settling personal injury claims 
(£41 a year). 

While all three issues are the 
subject of increasing legislation 


and Government enquiry, What 
Car? is calling on the authorities to 
act so that innocent motorists are 
not paying for criminal activity. 

“We’re in danger of getting 
caught in a Catch 22 situation, 
where insurance premiums rise as 
a result of insurance fraud, which 
in turn makes it more tempting to 
risk driving without insurance,” 
said What Car? magazine editor 
lim Holder. 

“At present the punishment for 
driving without insurance doesn’t 
fit the crime. 

“One in 20 drivers is estimated 
to be on the road without 
insurance, but when a typical fine 
if they get caught is £200 and six 
points on their licence, you can 
almost understand the 
temptation. 

“Young drivers with clean 
licences typically pay over £2,000 
for insurance.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Furnell: 
It is the 
right job 


ANDY Furnell had no hesitation in 
accepting the position as new Soham 
Town Rangers manager and cannot 
wait to begin his new career at 
the club. 

The 34-year-old striker said the 
opportunity to rejoin the club as 
player/manager was simply too good to 
turn down. 

He will be assisted by long-time 
friend and former team-mate Andy 
Coleman, and the pair are 
already drawing up plans for 
next season. 

“I was probably going to 
move into management at 
some point and when the i 
Soham job came up it was 
an easy decision to 
make,” said Furnell 
(pictured). 

“If I hadn’t taken the job 
it could have been four or 
five years before something 
like this came up again. 

“There aren’t many clubs around 
where you have the chance to 
go into management at a reasonably 
good level.” 

The appointment of Furnell follows 
Ian Benjamin’s decision to stand down 
as first-team manager at the end of 
last season. 

Having played for Benjamin for seven 
seasons, including the Greens’ successful 
2008 campaign that saw them win the 
Ridgeons League, Premier Division title, 
Furnell will take considerable influence 
from his former boss. 

“Football is meant to be played on 
the ground, which is what Ian thought, 
and that’s what we’ll continue to try to 
do. Certain styles may change, but the 
emphasis will be to get the ball down 
and play.” 

Furnell left Soham in July 2010 to 
rejoin former club Wisbech Town. 

He helped the Fenmen to fourth 
place in the Ridgeons League, Premier 
Division and, on May Bank Holiday 
Monday, was part of their squad that 



beat Wroxham in the final of the 
Ridgeons League Cup. 

He has also played for Peterborough 
United - for whom he appeared in an 
FA Cup tie against Tottenham at White

Over the next few weeks he and 
Coleman will be assessing the squad and 
talking to the players they want to retain 
as preparations for the 2011/12 
campaign begin in earnest. 

“We already know that we need 
to strengthen the squad,” 
added Furnell. “Last season 
was a bit disappointing for 
Soham, so we don't want to

“Andy (Coleman) has an 
idea of the sort of players 
we need so we’ll work on 
filling the positions we feel 
are a bit weak at the 
moment and go from there.” 
Soham chairman Colin 
Murffitt said: “Andy stood out as 
the obvious choice. He knows the club 
and he’s played here and he’s been loyal. 
Hopefully, he will move the club on. 

“Ian (Benjamin) did a first-class job 
while he was here and we wish him all 
the best for the future, wherever 
he goes.”
